in the cinema business in the United States 
as £400,UUU,U00, and the annua: receipts at 
the vox-oiuces amount to over 2 UU, UwW,0W, It 
is estimated that the average weekiy atvend- 
ances in America are 110,000,000, and in all 
the rest of the world 30,000,000. From these 
hgures it would seem tnat every person in 
tne United States expends about one shilling 
a week at the ‘‘movies,’ and there ace 
21,000 cinemas, with over l12,000,00U seats, 
awaiting the patronage. Over one-third of 
the 60,u00 cinemas in the world are now 
equipped with sound apparatus, tae change 
irom silent pictures having cost about 
wr, A.W}. {he export ot American fim 
amounts to over 3500,0v0,000 feet annualiy ; 
while the annual expenditure on film produc- 
tion is estimated at over £40,U00,000, giving 
an average cost tor a feature nim of £0v,00U. 
How the producing studios of Europe are to 
compete against such colossal expenditure and 
such immense resources is difiicuit to imagine.

- STAMPS. 


We are indebted to Mr. W. W. Hull for sheets 
of the four beautiful stamps which the 
French Government has issued to § cum- 
memorate the International Colonial 
Exhibition, now being held in Paris. The 
values and colours are :—40c. green, 50e. 
mauve, 90c. red, lfr. 50c. blue. These stamps 
have been designed by four different artists— 
Neziére, Gayon Pollan, Parent and Frangois, 
and produced by the Institute of Ingraving 
1i the best style of the art. They are printed 
from steel plates, and the colours are of 
delicate but distinguishing shades. It is in 
the designs, however, that collectors will be 
bay interested.  A successful effort 
as been made to represent the great 
ethnological range of the French Colonial 
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Empire and nearly all the races which 
acknowledge the sway of the great Republic 
are portrayed on one or other of the designs. 
They range from deep black of the Ethiopian 
to the pale, almost white, of the Annamite 
In the draping of the 
figures will be found every variety of native 
from the bournous of the Arab to 
the scanty loin’ cloth of the Negro. The 
supplementary ornaments consist chiefly of 
tropical plants, fruits and animals. On the 
90c. stamp, panels on each side bear the 
names of some of the great French Colonising 
statesmen—Ganier, De Brazza, Jules Fenny 
and Gallieni, the hero of Africa.

The Boot Tariff : 


CORK, Sunday. 

From Otr Special CORRESPONDENT. — 
FFICIALS of the Cork Industrial Fair 
O Committee are well pleased with the 
turn that events have taken recently, and, 
indeed® it seems fairly certain that the 
exhibition will be held next year as 


lanned. It must be said that, during the 
last week or so, thére has been a good deal 
this was augmented by the reticence of the 
exhibition authorities. 
Now, however, all is made cfear. It was 
announced at a recent meeting that 
negotiations have just been concluded with 
Mr. Singer (a prominent amusement 
caterer), by which he is to guarantee a 
sum of £12,800 to the exhibition in re- 
turn for certain amusement concessions. 
This is an important achievement ; for it 
means that the exhibition officials are sure 
of their financial position and can proceed 


of public uncertainty on the matter, and | 


with the work. Already contracts are 
being invited for the drainage and the 
clearing of the grounds, and when this is 
done building on the site is expected to 
start at once. 

An interesting suggestion has been made 
with regard to the lay-out of the grounds. 
It was proposed that this should be done 
with an eye to their future utility, and 
that when the Fair is over they should be 
used. as sports grounds. The buildings 
themselves could serve as changing-rooms 
and club-houses. 

The suggestion has much to recommend 
it on general grounds. If demolition—the 
common lot of exhibitions—could be 
avoided much would be saved. On the 
other hand, an exhibition building con- 
verted into a club-house strikes one as a 
little too gargantuan for comfort. 


PROGRESSIVE MUNSTER. 


Munster people, so conservative in most 
of their ways, can be unexpectedly modern 
in others. They still dance Irish jigs at 
the cross-roads—but in silk stockings _ 
the latest line in frocks. Old womén, 
dressed still in the traditional hooded 
cloak, ride unconcernedly in saloon cars. 

There is the case of Mr. Bateman, of 
Bandon. Mr. Bateman is a garage pro- 
prietor, who bought a Gipsy Moth aero- 
plane with the object of giving the public 
joy-rides at a small fee. Anyone know- 
ing West Cork would say that the idea was 
doomed to failure from the start, but in 
actual fact the success has been enormous, 
and Mr. Bateman professes himself unable 
to cope with the demand. 


THE MUNSTER INSTITUTE. 


The Munster Institute (with which Mr. 
R. McCall recently dealt in an interesting 
lecture) occupies a position of great im- 
portance in the South as regards the teach- 
ing of farm work and domestic economy. 
Its object, as Mr. McCall explained, is to 


train girls in poultry-keeping and dairying 
methods, so that they may be better fitted 
to practise these pursuits in their own 
homes. Many of the students, of course, 
do not return home, but take up employ- 
ment in England. 

Attached to the Institute is a farm, of 
which the primary object is to afford 
material for the instruction of the pupils. 
It comprises dairy stock, pigs and poultry, 
besides large fruit, vegetable and flower 
gardens. The poultry section, in addition 
to its educational functions, serves as a 
distributing centre for the despatch to all 
parts of the country of birds for breeding 
purposes and eggs for hatching. 

In an agricultural country such as the 
Free State the work of such an institution 
is of the greatest value, and the present 
demand for such instruction is evidence of 
the need which it serves: The number of 
applicants for admission to the Institute 
is, it is stated, greatly in excess of the 
number which can be accommodated. 

The Munster Institute was originally

“ Munster Dairy School,’ and was the 
first of its kind to be established in these 
islands. Even at the present it 1s remark- 
able among higher educational institu- 
tions, since it combines in the same curri- 
culum courses in domestic economy, 


poultry-keeping and dairying. 
CORK’S LACK OF A RACECOURSE. 


It was pointed out lately that Cork is 
the dnly town of any size that lacks a race- 
course, and that many smaller towns in 
Ireland hold frequent and successful race 
meetings, thereby obtaining much profit 
for themselves. It was urged that imme- 
diate steps ought to be taken to remedy 
this state of affairs. 

The city, of course, was not always in 
this plight. In former times three race 
meetings a year were held at Cork Park, 
and they ranked among the most important 
fixtures in the country. As so often 
happens, however, the motor car displaced 
the horse, and Henry Ford took over the 
site for his works. Since then there has 
been no racecourse in Cork, and it is hard 
to see how this could be otherwise when 
we consider the absence of any suitable 
flat space near the city. 

Mallow. on the other hand, is making no 
complaints. Its racecourse is within easy 
distance of city dwellers, and the closing 
down of Cork Park has been the making 


of ‘it. 
THE BOOT TA‘fIFF 


A recent Dail debate on the boot tariff 
has aroused interest in Cork, for the city 
is one of the chief centres for boot manu- 
facture. The fact that imports are higher 
now than in 1924 would seem to be a good 
argument for the dropping of the tariff, 
but Mr. R. J. Hearne, the Secretary of 
the Boot Manufacturers’ Association, puts 
the other side of the case. He does not 
question the import figures, but points out 
that the increase is due to greater imports 
of rubber and other materials, which are 
not made by the Irish manufacturers, and 
also that the total consumption in the Free 
State has increased. As regards the Irish 
trade the production has increased from 
41,000 dezen pairs annually to 58,000 
dozen, and there are now nine factories in 
operation, as compared with four before 
the tariff 


BOATS AND A BY-LAW. 


Residents at a certain West Cork seaside 
village are rather concerned at the dis 
covery and threatened enforcement of an 
obsolescent by-law, which requires them to 
paint their names on the sterns of their 
boats. The local fishermen treat the 
matter merely as a nuisance, but private 
yecht-owners are seriously annoyed 
naturally ruins the appearance of 
craft, and gives them. moreover. a ‘ 
fessional ” appearance, which the 
desire.

POTATO BLIGHT. 


SCOTLAND AND HOLLAND 
ALSO AFFECTED. 


Ireland is aot alone in her troubles with 
potato blight: for reports received during the 
week-end at the Department of Industry and 
Commerce show that Scotland and Holland 
also have been visited by the disease. At 
the Department on Saturday an /rish Times 
reporter was informed that a report from 
Scotland stated that the crop in that countiy 
was very late and backward, agd that unless 
the farmers get good weather the crop would 
be a failure. In Holland, where the crop 
has been particularly good, blight has set 
in during the past ten days and is making 
considerable headway. 

In. Ireland the blight is still advancing 
steadjly and in parts where spraying has not 
been properly carried out the crops are almost 
wiped out. In areas where spraving has been 
properly seen to, however, the crops are said 
to be doing wonderfully well.

“WAR” on Scotland and an attack 
upon the Scottish coast is the main 
objective of combined Ulster naval 
and military manceuvres. which open .to-mor- 
row.

been great activity in the vicinity of Ban- 


gor, Co. Down. A composite battalion, com- 
posed of the Royal Ulster Rifles, the Innis- 


killings, the Yorks and Lancs, and the Gor- 


don Highlanders, which is to be the spear- 
head oi the attack, has been practisin 
embarking on the H.M.S. Warspite which 
is to act as a temporary troop carrier, and 
landing on the County Down coast, 
Carnalea The Royal Rir Force will con- 
tribute a squadron of aeroplanes, and the 
Royal Marines are to supplement the attack- 
ing party. 

THE MAIN ATTACK, 

The “ war” has been in operation since 
June 25, but the main attack is to be deli. 
vered during the coming week in the 
vicinity of the Firth of Clyde. A “ Highland ” 
Army is to defend the position composed 
principally of Argyle and Sutherland Terri- 
torials. The exact landing position is a 
close secret, but a spy of the Ulster forces 
was “ captured ” some days ago, and the 
“ Highland ” Army is aware that a.combine i 
naval and military attack will be made 
upon the Scottish coast to-morrow or Tues- 
day. “Highland ” aeroplanes will search the 
seas for the Warspite night and day, and 
they may be engaged in mock battle by the 
Ulster Air Force. Should the “Highland ”’ 
airmen discover the Warspite they will 
endeayour to warn the Commander of the 
defending forces, and it will then be up to 
him to dispose his troops in the most likely 
positions to prevent a landing. 

WHO WILL WIN? 

The whole operation is a difficult one—a 
Gallipoli upon a small scale, If the Ulster 
troops can land without being discovered by 
the mair. ‘‘Highland’’ Army then they win ihe 
‘‘war.’’ If they land, and, by superior staff 
work and gallantry, get into position before 
the main defending body arrives within 
striking distance they also win; but if the 
attacking force is discovered and allowed 
to land into a well-prepared ambush, the 
‘* Highlanders ” secure the victorv.

The United States consider that this 
point is settled by the stipulations laying 
down that the payments received from 
the German railways shalJl be put at the 
disposal of the railways on the following 
conditions: The payments shall be effected 
as before, and the payments destined for 
the different beneficiaries shall be returned 
to the German railways for such use as 
they may judge necessary, including direct 
and indirect loans to the German Govern- 
ment. The contribution of 660,000,000 
Reichsmarks from the railways will con- 
tinue to be paid into the Bank of Inter 
national Settlements, according to the 
stiPlations incumbent on the German 
railways, 


RAILWAY PAYMENTS. 


The Young Plan provides for an un- 
conditional annuity of 612,000,000 Reichs- 
marks payable by Germany to the Bank 
of International Settlements for the 
annuities covering the service of the 
Young Loan, but not covering the service 
of the Dawes Loan. 

In order to maintain intact the con- 
payment of the railways during the year 
of the moratorium shall be made to the 
Bank of International Settlements. In 
order to cover the obligation of Germany, 
the loan shall be on the account of, and 
at the risk of, the creditors sharing the 
unconditional annuity. 

Probably the difference the 
660, 000.000 Reichsmarks and the 
612,000,000 Reichsmarks wil! be used to 
meet the service of the Dawes Loan, it 
being understood that Germany shall 
supply the additional sums provided for 
the service. 


CENTRAL EUROPE, 


(2)—The French Government suggest 
that a loan of 25,000,000 dollars on the 
unconditional payments be made to the 
nations of Central Europe, particularly 
those whose Budget is affected by the 
moratorium of fhe Young Plan. 

The American Government does not 
accept the idea, but thinks that the 
French Government would consider that 
a credit from the central banks would 
fulfil adequately the purpose of the French 
suggestion. 

The American Government points out 
that a credit from the central banks 
cannot be the object of an agreement 
between Governments. 

(3)—A divergence of views exists on 
the subject of the duration of repayments 
of the conditional and _ unconditional 
annuities, benefiting by the moratorium. 

The American Government thinks that

BOMBAY, Saturday. 

‘The ship of Federation will soon start 
in calm and fair weather on a_ prosperous 
vovage towards her destination, which 1s a 
united, greater India within the British 
Empire.’ 

The Nawab of Bhopal, Chancellor of the 
Chamber of Princes, quoted these words of 
Sir Mirza Ismail, the Dewan of Mysore, in 
the first statement made at the conclusion of 
the conferences of the Chamber of Princes and 
their Ministers, which have been taking place 
this week. 

The Committee of Ministers, the statement 
says, has decided to abandon the idea of 
confederation of the Indian States before con- 
sidering an all-India Federation, put forward 
by the Maharaja of Dholpur on June 28th. 

As a result of the discussion of the scheme 
put forward by the Maharaja.of Patiala, the 
latter was persuaded to give it further con- 
sidevation in the light of observations offered 
at the Conference, and he assured the Com- 
mittee that he would keep an open mind on 
the matter. 

The Chancellor concluded his statement by 
Saying that he felt sure that there was a 
widespread desire on the part of the States 
to see the consummation of the Federal 
scheme. 

MODIFIED PROPOSALS, 
From Revtrer’s CORRESPONDENT.

It is understood that at an informal con- 
ference with the Princes last might the 
Maharajah of Patiala announced that he had 
withdrawn his alternative scheme to federa- 
tion.

Curtius, eulogised the work and ideals and 
the love of the Fatherland of the late Foreign 
Minister. Dr. Curtius only referred in a few 
words to present-day topics, saying—‘‘ Com- 
plete agreement has not yet been reached in 
Paris, but we do not doubt that the German 
people’s burdens will be alleviated. We 
cherish the hope that the carrying out of 
President Hoover's great plan will inaugurate 
a new phase in the world’s economic life, 
and will clear the path for the stabilisation 
of a permanent and just peace.”
